As for the “Joly” witness, Vidrine states that in 
1747 there was a sergeant from Besancon in the Fourth 
Company of Karrer’s Swiss Regiment named Antoine 
Joly. 

Vidrine notes that the name of Marie Francoise, 
wife of Francoise Collin (dit LaFrance?), was written 
as Zyeisbach, Visbac, Waisbac and we find is as 
Leisbac/Leisbeck also. Francois Colin/Collin died at 
his farm in Tensas 1769. See Love’s Legacy: Mobile 
Marriages, p305, by Jacqueline Olivier Vidrine. She makes 
reference to other sources.

Matthew Carter vs Unknown Heirs of Joseph Ely, et al 


This case is lengthy, and concerns question of heirship of 
Macdalen Ely, quote from document: 

"And complainant alleges upon information and belief 
that said Joseph Ely, the original patentee and owner of said 
land, was a bachelor and at the time of his death, which 
occurred about Dec. 1864, had never married and had no 
children. That of his two sisters and one brother, “he 
brother and one sister had died without lawful issue, and one 
sister, Magdaline Ely, survived. That said Magdaline took 
possession of said lands together with said Antoine Ely, who 
was the illigitimate son of said deceased brother of said 
Joseph, that prior to her death she delivered said lands and 
estake into the possession of said Antoine Ely as a gift by 
parol and died intestate about the year 1879. That 
thereafter the said Antoine continued to hold possession of 
said land and so continued in the open, notorious and 
continous possession of said lands under claim of exclusive 
ownership for more than 10 years, cultivating in part, 
cutting timber from same for market and for making charcoal 
and exercised complete control of same and used same as owner 
during same period of 10 years without interruption; and 
complainant’ further shows that after diligent inquiry, 
complainant has been unable to learn and does not know who 
are the lawful heirs of the said Joseph Ely, or of the said 
Megdaline Ely and that said heirs are to him unknown, that no 
ene is holding possession of said property.
